MANY LEGISLATORS ATTEND. 


New York. Dec. 21.—The conference 
of Republicans called by United States 
Senator Thomas C. Platt In the inter¬ 
est of the re-election of Senator Chaun- 
cey M. Depew by the coming State 
Legislature w*as held according to pro¬ 
gramme at the Fifth Avenue Hotel this 
morning. It was in session about three 
hours and adjourned without day after 
appointing a committee of seven head¬ 
ed by former Lieut. Gov. Woodruff to 
wait on Gov. Odell, who was not in¬ 
vited, and inform him of the sentiment 
as expressed at the conference. 

The conference was attended by 
seventy-five well-known Republicans, 
most of them classed as being In favor 
of Senator Depew. but there were also 
not a few who are believed to be op¬ 
posed to his candidacy.

Estimates Vary. 

The speeches made In the conference 
were. almost without exception, 
strongly In favor of Senator Depew’s 
re-election. No vote was taken, and 
estimates of the numerical classifica¬ 
tion of those present vary with the 
sympathies of those estimating. After 
the conference Senator Platt declared 
himself as greatly pleased with its 
character and personnel. 

“I am proud of it,** said he. "It was 
truly representative. and clearly 
showed, what I have ail along claimed, 
that the sentiment of the people of the 
State is strongly for the re-election of 
Senator Depew. I Imagine Its result 
may be to tone dow*n Mr. Odell.**

New York, Dec. 21.—A story of eight 
days and nights of ceaseless labor un¬ 
der the most disheartening conditions, 
with death constantly staring them In 
the face, was told to-day by the ten 
shipwrecked sailors of the crew of the 
Portland. Me., schooner, Clara Good¬ 
win, who were brought here to-day on 
the schooner Martha Wallace. The 
men were taken from the sinking Good¬ 
win off Cape Henry last Friday. They 
were in a terribly exhausted condition 
and still showed the effects of.^their 
experience when they arrived here to¬ 
day. 

The Clara Goodwin sailed from.Tam¬ 
pa. Fla., on December 1. bound for 
Philadelphia. On December 8, while 
between Capes Hatteras and Lookout, 
the schooner ran into a northeast hur¬ 
ricane. which continued for many 
hours, and before It had spent Its force 
the schooner had sprung a leak and 
began to fill rapidly. The steiun pumps 
were working to their full capacity, 
but still the water in the hold increas¬ 
ed In depth and the schooner became 
unmanageable. With all hands at the 
hand pumps a slight lead on the water 
was gained, and finally the schooner 
was worked into the southwest of Dia¬ 
mond Shoals, where temporary shel¬ 
ter was found. The wind shifted and 
she w'ii* again at the mercy of the 
waves. Then followed a week of unre¬ 
mitting toll, the conditions growing 
more unbearable every day and hope 
had almost been abandoned when the 
Wallace observed the signal of distress. 

Before leaving the water-logged 
cruft. Cupt Osternmn applied the 
lurch and left her with every sail set 
and the flames mounting skyward.

Sajd To Be Preparing a Bill, Which 
Will Embody the Views of 
the Executive. 


*A NEW CORPORATION BELL. 


Washington, Dec, 21.—rSpecial.]—Ac¬ 
cording to intimations appearing in 
some of the Administration organs, the 
President is going to start his fight for 
increased Interstate Commerce Com¬ 
mission power on er railway rates short¬ 
ly after the holiday recess, and while he 
has not much hope of aetkm in the Sen¬ 
ate at this session, he doe» want the 
House to adopt some kind of measure 
calculated to show* the country, as well 
as the railroads, that he Is In earnest 
over the matter. One Idea advanced Is 
for the passage of a bill authorizing 
a commission to inquire into the ques¬ 
tion and report k> the House at the be¬ 
ginning of the next session. With the 
official testimony deduced It Is expected 
that the case will be made stronger and 
the opposition thereby weakened. 

"Florida," said Representative I-a- 
mar. of that State, to-day, "lias fre¬ 
quently expressed the hope that the 
pow*era of the commission should be In-, 
creased, and has strongly urged that 
this he done. We are vitally Interested 
In the measure, for the State ships its 
own products to widely ecetterc/d por¬ 
tions of the country. We are all 
earnestly convinced that the powers of 
the great trunk lines should be curbed, 
and If an opportunity Is presented I 
fhall give all the help In my power to 
the President's plan.**

ATTORNEY GENERAL MOODY 

Preparing a Bill Which Embodies the 
President’s Views. 

Washington. Dec. 21.—President 
Roosevelt discussed to-day with sev¬ 
eral callers' proposed legislation re¬ 
garding freight rebates and the ques¬ 
tion of empowering the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to adjust 
freight rates where found to be exces¬ 
sive. Among those w*ho talked with 
the President were Secretary Mortou 
and E. r. Bacon, chairman of the Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

It was stated to-day by one of the 
President's callers that Attorney Gen- 
erui Moody now was engaged in the 
preparation of a bill which substantial¬ 
ly wpuld embody the views of the Ad¬ 
ministration on the question and that 
the measure would be presented to 
Congress probably soon after the holi¬ 
day recess. The President has an¬ 
nounced that the bill he is willing to 
support must be Lair to both the mil- 
roads and the people; no one-sided 
measure can have his approval. He be¬ 
lieves that the initial steps toward the 
desired legislation should be taken at 
the present session of Congress, and. If 
possible, that the legislation proposed 
should be crystal fixed Into law at this 
time. 

• • • 

Charters For Corporations. 

Senator Heyburn, of Idaho, had an 
extended taJk with the President to¬ 
day on the subject of Federal charters 
for corporations doing an interstate 
commerce business. The Senator Indi¬ 
cated his intention to Introduce in the 
Senate after the holiday recess a* meas¬ 
ure providing for the incorporation un¬ 
der United States laws of all corpora¬ 
tions doing an Interstate business. The 
bill as proposed by Senator Heyburn 
will provide that corporations now In 
existence must take out Federal char¬ 
ters and that such corporations as may 
be organized hereafter also shall In¬ 
corporate under Federal laws. All such 
corporations will be under the super¬ 
vision of the Department of Com¬ 
merce and Labor through the Bureau 
of Corporations. The bill has not been 
matured thoroughly yet, but. Senator 
Heyburn hopes to have it ready /or in¬ 
troduction Immediately after the holi¬ 
days. 

VAN SANT IN THE **IGHT. 

Favor9 Enlarged Powers For the In¬ 
terstate Commerce Commission.

Will Strive To Retain Antd-Canteen 
Law and Ask For An Appropri¬ 
ation of $350,000. 


Columbus. O.. Dec. 21.—The Execu¬ 
tive Committee of the American Anti- 
Saloon League met here to-day and 
outlined plans for a legislative cam¬ 
paign.

Senator Haj'gis stated that he was 
forty-five years okl and resided In 
Clark county', but has large mercantile 
and farming (interests In Breathitt 
county, He sa4d he w*as School Cocn- 
m1‘*!fc>ner of Breathitt county for four 
years and State (Senator for one term;

At Outs With Jett. 

Witness said he had no knowledge 
that Marcum's fife w r os in danger, and 
denied that he had had conversaitIons 
wiith Mrs. Afrelia Marcum, M/s. Bamh 
Patrick and' Mrs. Mary Johnson, in 
which he had told them that Marcum 
ha/1 better leave, that the differences 
between, him and the Hargis family 
might be adjusted nrwl they would not 
kill hhn. but Kd OaUahan would. Wit¬ 
ness said he did not know Tom White 
until after Marcum was killed, and 
had no transactions with him at any' 
time. iHe said Curtis Jett was Ills 
nephew-, but they had not spoken co 
eaoh other since November. 1902, until 
after the death of Marcum. 

Senator Hargis said in 1902 Jett came 
to the store drunk and fired several 
shots Into the celling, and that Jam^a 
Hargis went Into the basement to 
escape from Jett. He said Jett told 
him why he w*anted to kill Judge Har¬ 
gis, but he had forgotten the reason. 
When Jett w'as brought to Jackson In 
irons natural sympathy for‘his sister's 
son Impelled him to offer assistance.

Who. With His Wife. Is Under Ar¬ 
rest At Huntington Charged With 
Fraudulent Use of Mails. 


Huntington, W. Va., Dec. 21.—[Spe¬ 
cial.]—Great Interest Is manifested here 
in the outcome of the trial of J. C. 
McElroy antf wilfe, arrested for deal¬ 
ing in green goods, the United States 
malls having been used freely, it is al¬ 
leged. in furthering their schemes. Mrs. 
McElroy' was first arrested, and as she 
was quite prominently know*n here, 
having moved In society, the arrest 
naturally caused a great sensation and 
several of the most influential business 
inen of Huntington came forward to 
lend assistance. Henry M. Ensign was 
accepted as bondsman but later, when 
the husband was arrested and brought 
here from Kentucky, the Commissioner 
refused to allow him ball and he now 
languishes In prison. His preliminary 
trial, ns w*ell as that of his wife, will 
take place Just as soon as Post-office 
Inspector Horton and a private detec¬ 
tive return from points In Eastern 
Kentucky, chiefly Vanceburg and vicin¬ 
ity, where they have been collecting 
evidence against the accused. The two 
post-offices most frequently used by 
the McBIroya in furthering their 
scheme were Central CUy*. W. Va., and 
Trinity. Ky.. the aged motheT of McEl¬ 
roy being postmistress at the latter 
place. 

McEiroy's chief graft, so Govern¬ 
ment officials allege, was to aell one 
thousand dollars' worth of the "queer" 
for ten dollars in real coin, -and unless 
all reports are false he had built up 
quite an extensive buslm-ss among the 
runfi districts of Eastern Kentucky and 
he w*ns not at all Idle while In West 
Virginia. 

Mrs. McElroy. who had numerous let¬ 
ters in her possession when arrested, 
regarding the green good* scheme from 
her husband, claims that she was an 
unwilling victim, that her husband per¬ 
sisted in writing her these letters with¬ 
out her approval and that for six 
months they have not lived together 
as husband and wife.' Mrs. McElroy 
is much un-ought up over the affair. 
She called at the county Jail to-day 
to have a talk with her husband, but 
this privilege was denied her. Com¬ 
missioner Gibson tiefievea that the evi¬ 
dence will be ready so as to go tyto 
trial to-morrow* afternoon.

M. Davis did not deliver his charge to 
the jury In the trial of Nan Patterson, 
the former actr«rs, to-night, but sent 
the Jury-men home to nest, after a day 
spent In listening to the argument* of 
counsel. It had been explained that 
the ca^e would go to the Jury before 6 
o’clock, but Judge Davis put his charge 
over until to-morrow. 

Abraham Levy, chief counsel for the 
defendant, occupied the time of the 
morning session with his argument, 
while Assistant District Attorney Rand 
took up the afternoon with his speech. 

Both addresses were Impassioned and 
eloquent. Mr. Levy swayed his listen, 
era to tears at times by his references 
to his client and the home-coming In 
Washington which he anticipated. Plac¬ 
ing r Bible on the railing In front of 
the Jurors. Mr. Levy read the eighth 
chapter of the Gospel of St. John. He 
laid particular emphasis on the sen¬ 
tence: "He that Is without sin among 
you. let him east the first atone,” and 
then he said to the Jurors:

Appeal To the Jury. 


"Will y*ou say' to her who sits before 
you here. In the words of Him who 
spoke at that time: 'Woman, go, and 
sin no more?' / 

"With the happiness of your ow*n 
home lvefore you and with the Joy of 
the Christmas festival in anticipation, 
are you going to condemn this young 
woman ? 

"Do not send her to her doom now, 
when the entire world Is rejoicing. She 
site abandoned by all except that old 
man. her aged father. I leave her In 
your hands, confident that you will ac¬ 
quit her and restore her to her devoted 
old father at a time when all proclaim 
'Peace on earth, good will to men.* I 
ask that you allow her to take him 
home to the aged wife and mother who 
awaits them, ami give her a chance to 
five a new life with them In her home.” 

Rand’* Pitiless Argument 


Mr. Rand's argument w*as a severe 
arraignment of Miss Patterson, ami 
when the Prosecutor pitilessly' con¬ 
demned the young woman as the mur¬ 
deress of Bookmaker Caesar Young she 
quailed under his Invectives. 

"Actress, atony-hearted, t-ruel-mouth¬ 
ed avenger that she Is. the story she 
told, the manner of her telling it, ought 
not to be convincing to a child. 

"Every action procOaJms her guilt.\I 
have never seen a real murderer who 
hits nm been distinguished by coolness, 
calmness and unrufiled demeanor and 
conceit. Never yet was there a mur¬ 
derer who was not anxious to testify, 
believing that his story would prove 
convincing to the Jury.” thundered the 
prosecutor. 

In detail he held her character to the 
Jury* and asked If a woman like her 
was able to have any' love other than 
that of ••bcASt.'' "The beast In the 
w».*mnn called to the man, and tho 
beast in the man answered,” toe said.

Miss Patterson’» counsel were not 
spared by M/. Rand. who. after say¬ 
ing that theYltefendto.n-t # «* testimony had 
been typewritten and learned by heart, 
added: "There are those among her de¬ 
fenders who are capable of preparing 
testimony which ‘they know to be 
false. 1 name no names, and I stand 
ready to prove what 1 say If there is 
any* question raised on that statement.”

Most Impressive was Mr. Band’s at¬ 
tempt to hhow the Jury* that Young 
could not have f?bot himself.

' Tokic, Dec. 21.—Admiral Togo, who 
has personally made a series of obser¬ 
vation* of the Russian battleship Se¬ 
vastopol, telegraphs to the Navy De¬ 
partment expressing the opinion that 
the Sevastopol I r disabled. Great weight 
is attached to Togo's personal observa¬ 
tions and opinion. Instanced by the 
fact that when the Russian battleship 
Petpopavlovs>k was sunk Togo was one 
of the few officers of the entire Jap¬ 
anese fleet wh<»se eye caught the vision 
of speed^ disaster. 

Commander Yezoe, who was killed 
while torpedoing the Sevastopol, has 
been promoted and has been given oth¬ 
er posthumous honoie. 

The Japanese army besieging Port 
Arthur reported to-day as follows re¬ 
garding the trophies captured by the 
Japan**? in the north fort of Keek wan 
Mountain: 

"Further Investigation shows that we 
captured five S.2 quick-firing field guns, 
two 47-millimeter qUtck-firlng guns, one 
of them being serviceable; two 24-inllli- 
ineter guns ore being serviceable; four 
machine gun*, all serviceable; sixteen 
rifles, 461 rounds of great gun ammuni¬ 
tion, 250 rounds of 24-millimeter gun 
ammunition, 1.150 rounds of machine 
gun ammunition. 15.000 pounds of small 
arms ammunition, eighty grenades and 
nine Mnr shells, nil serviceable: six 
cases «*f powder and timber, sand bags, 
doming, etc."

the Identity of the than who Is willing 
to pay $160,000 for the property, said 
that It was a Louisville capitalist who 
Intended to put up u business house. 
The Rockefeller rumor spread rapidly 
within the i*cist few day* and many 
persons were fully satisfied that 
through the Rev. Charles Aubrey 
Eaton the Standard Oil magnate was 
preparing to establish a nondcnomlna- 
tlonal church for the purpose of at¬ 
tracting fttranger* In the city and oth¬ 
er* not members of any church to Its 
services. Mr. Torbltt declined to make 
known the identity of the man who 
made the offer for the church, hut 
said the congregation could have posi¬ 
tive assurance that a business house 
would be erected on the lot. 

The meeting was well attended and 
great Interest was manifested In the 
discussion a* to whether the ofTer 
should be accepted. The subject was 
not exhausted, and a proposition to 
hold another muss-meeting on Wed¬ 
nesday night. January 4, was carried 
with but a few dissenting votes. Mr. 
Torbltt opposed another meeting on 
the ground that too much discussion 
of the subject would stir animosities 
and opposition.

Mr. Torbitt Favors Sale. 


The people af Kentucky and the South 
have not been the Only sufferers from 
the long drouth. The damage in West-, 
ern Pennsylvania, Eastern Ohio and 
West Virginia has been enormous, and 
unless there Is rain soon the loss will 
run up In the millions. Gradually from 
the top of the Allegheny mountains 
downward the drouth has caused cessa¬ 
tion in work and misery to man and 
beast. Within the history of the 
United States Weather Bureau and the 
memory of the oldest Inhabitant such 
dry* welither has not before been ex¬ 
perienced. and there are streams In 
Western Pennsylvania dry that were 
never known to he dry before. 

There Is no roJlef In sight. Since 1871. 
the date of the birth of the local 
Weather Department, this is the dry- 
est year, and three and one-half Inches 
less rain fell this year than any pre¬ 
vious recorded year. Many of the 
largest steel mills In Pennsylvania 
have been forced to shut down. There 
Is practically* no water available In the 
Connellsville region, and next week 
will witness the closing down of thou 
sands of ovens. 

Never In the history of the oil big¬ 
ness for the last twenty-five year? have 
operations in Pennsylvania, Ohio and 
West Virginia been so crippled on ac¬ 
count of the short water supply as at 
present.

FOG IN LONDON 




DENSE IN DAY TIME AND IN¬ 
CREASES AT NIGHT. 


Traffic Stopped, Foot Passengers Lose 
Their Way and Women Be¬ 
come Hysterical. 


London, Dec. 21.—London w*as envel¬ 
oped to-day in a fog more dense than 
anything witnessed during the last two 
years. As early aa 2 p. m. the city was 
lighted up everywhere the same as 
night, but even electricity and gas fail¬ 
ed to dispel the gloom The fog was 
particularly thick in the West End. 
where the streets were crow*ded with 
Chi lstma s shoppers. 

In many plac es the traffic w*as almost 
completely stopped and the greatest 
care was necessary to avoid accidents 

As night closed in the density in¬ 
creased and vehicle traffic in the most 
crowded section of the center of Lon¬ 
don was completely stopped. Singular¬ 
ly the fog was not so thick in the c*a?t 
as In the west, but writhln a circle of a 
mile w*ith Trafalgar square as the een 
ter R was so opaque that foot passen¬ 
gers lost their way.

Mr. Torbltt referred to previous offers 
made for the property. I»u!s Seelbach.

the inaugural ball. Fault was found by 
Mr. Underwood, with that method of 
resolution, and he called upon Mr. Mor¬ 
rell to state the names of those of the 
committee who had been seen, which 
the latter did. Mr. Underwood opposed 
consideration of the resolution at this 
time, when, he said, a quorum of the 
House was not present, and called at¬ 
tention to the promise made four years 
ago that the people of Washington 
would construct a place for holding 
Inaugural balls. Mr. Mann then ob¬ 
jected to a motion for un&ulmous con¬ 
sent to take the resolution up. and it 
accordingly goes over until after the 
holidays. The House at 12:39 o’clock 
adjourned until January A. 

A VISIT TO RICHMOND 

Will Be Made By the President Dur¬ 
ing the Coming Year. 

Washington, Dec. 21.—President 
Roosevelt to-day accepted an invita¬ 
tion to visit the city of Richmond. Va., 
some time during the approaching 
year. The Invitation was extended by 
a delegation representing the city gov¬ 
ernment of Richmond. At the White 
House the delegation was joined by 
Senator Daniel and Thomas Nelson 
Page. Mayor McCarthy presented the 
Invitation In a brief address, couched 
in cordial terms, concluding with a 
promise of “such a welcome as the 
world would expect a braVe. generous 
and hospitable people to extend to one 
of your exalted position and charac¬ 
ter.*’ 

The President told the delegation It 
would afford him pleasure to make the 
visit as early a date as practicable, 
hut at this time he could not fix a 
time definitely.

O., Dec. 21 .—Fire early to¬ 
day on High street, near Broad, de¬ 
stroyed $150,000 worth of proj>*rty and 
stocks in the center of the business dis¬ 
trict and In an explosion during the fire, 
five firemen were more or teas Injured. 
The fire started In the Mithoff build¬ 
ing on the second floor in the rear of 
the First National Bank. The second, 
third and fourth floors were occupied 
as fiats. And something like flft*?en 
families lived there, but all were res¬ 
cued. 

The fire then spread into the stores 
of Krauss, Butler & Benham Co., the 
largest carpet and rug dealers in Ohio. 
In the rear of the store were stored 
thousands of dolla.ro worth of mattings 
and other highly inflammable material 
and the fire went Into this and destroy¬ 
ed it as so much tinder. 

Ten fire engines were put to work, but 
were unable to get control of the flumes 
and every engine In the city was called 
out. The fire spread Into the building 
adjoining, occupied by the Whtnelei 
grocery. In this case It was almcst 
impossible to cope with the flames, as 
they were on the top floor and In the 
rear, away from High street and the 
alley along the Mithoff building The 
firemen carried the hose, however, into 
the fourth floor of the new First Na¬ 
tional Bank building, and fairly flooded 
the Mithoff >ind Wheeler buildings. 

Shortly after the flames had eaten 
their way to the front of the Mithoff 
building the firemen from No. 3 house 
entered and worked on the second floor. 

Suddenly there was an explosion of 
gas, and th» second floor went down. 
Firemen Durken. Owens. McAvoy. Her¬ 
man and Freeh \Vere injured, hut none 
seriously. A few cuts and severe bruises 
constituted their injuries. 

The five-story Mithoff building was 
completely gutted. The fire was next to 
the new* night-story First National 
Bank building, but it escaped damage. 

Estimates place the loss at between 
$150,000 and $160,000, as follows: 

Loss on buildings: Mithoff block. $13,- 
000; Wheeler block. $2,500; Despier 
block. $ 1 , 000 . 

Losses on stock: K.rauss Butler & 
Benham Font pony. $ 100 , 001 ); Osier nrmn & 
David, $10,000; Wheeler Grocery Com¬ 
pany. $13,000: Groff Brothers, florist*. 
$1,500; New First National Bank. $5itU; 
Charles Dickinson, oyster dealer. $500; 
Annelle Laken. Woman’s Exchange 
$500: Parisian Cloak Company. $800; 
Amos Millinery Company. $100; Hart- 
pence Denial Supply Company, $8,000: 
Joseph Hfrsch, saloon, $500; tenants of 
Mithoff block. $1,000. 

All are fully insured. 

The cause of the fire was defective 
electric wiring or a natural gas ex¬ 
plosion. 

Capt. Jack Welsh, of Engine Com¬ 
pany No. 3. was blown thirty feet when 
the explosion came. He was not se¬ 
riously Injured. 

CLUBHOUSE GUTTED. 

Was the Home of the Most Fashion¬ 
able Washington Club. 

Washington. Dec. 21.—The Metropol¬ 
itan chi'bhou**?, the home of the most 
fashionable cflub in Washington, was 
gutted by fire to-day. Involving an es¬ 
timated loss of from $60,000 to $ 100 , 000 , 
partially covered by insurance. The 
fire was cobeed by a spark from an 
electric wire near the elevator shaft. 
The club has a large membership, em¬ 
bracing gome of the best-known men 
in public life, but the only oocupant 9 
at the time of the fire were-the watch¬ 
man. steward and two other employes, 
all of whom escapes!. 

Manager Knight, of the club, esti¬ 
mates the loss on the building at $ 100 ,- 
000 . on which tfiere is an insurance of 
$45,000, and on contents $35,000, with 
$15,000 insurance. The police estimate 
of the loss Is considerably lower than 
these figures. 

Blaze At East Liverpool, 0. 

East Liverpool, O., Dec. 21.—Fire in 
the Exchange building, owned by W. L. 
and C. C. Thompson, lri the heart of 
the city, to-day caused an estimated 
logs of $70,000. ’The heaviest losers are 
D. M. Ogilvie & Co., dry goods dealers, 
whose large stock is almost ruined by 
smoke, fire and water. Damage to the 
huddling $15,000 and to Louis Bros.’ fur¬ 
niture stock $5,000. All are well in¬ 
sured. _ _ _

railroad various water companies have 
ordered all bathtubs shut off. Many 
manufacturing industries have not had 
any w r ater for a week. 

At Latrobe firemen when called by 
an alarm could not get water to extin¬ 
guish a blaze. They stood by and saw 
a house and barn bum down. The wa¬ 
ter company at Irwin is only issuing a 
limited supply daily. 

Beglnuing at Cresson. on the moun¬ 
tain top. to the bottom of the range 
water Is being carried in barrels many 
miles or melted snow suffices for all 
purposes. 

The Allegheny river Is pouring out a 
fair supply of water. The Allegheny 
and Pittsburg waterworks are supplied 
from this river, which, however. Is 
gradually getting lower. Towns further 
up the Allegheny are In a distressed 
condition. 

The Youghlougheny river, running 
past Connellsville and through the coke 
region. Is dry from Its source to the 
mouth, and the Monongahela river is 
so low and sulphurous that the water 
is unfit for use. 

WITNESS GOES SUDDENLY 

INSANE IN COURT ROOM. 


New* York. Dec. 2L—Dispatches from 
Western Pennsvlvanfca are to the effect 
that Industrial activity In many centers 
Is threatened on account of the pro¬ 
tracted drought. Unless conditions 
change soon it Is possible thousands of 
men may be thrown out of employment 
In the mills, mines and coke fields. 

This has been the longest drouth 
and the dryest year according to the 
records* for that section since 1871. 
There Is one-half foot of snow on the 
ground, but even should it melt the 
situation would not be relieved. 

The snow, however, has saved many 
persons and cattle from thirst. In the 
Allegheny Mountains ami along the 
foothills melted snow* is used extensive¬ 
ly. The mines In the mountains are re¬ 
ported to have used sulphur water until 
the pipes and boilers have been greatly 
damaged. 

Officials of the railroads east of 
Pittsburg are experiencing great diffi¬ 
culty in keeping their tanks supplied. 
Mountain streams which In past years 
have produced a fairly abundant 
amount of water are drained, ujid. de¬ 
spite the fact that trains are being used 
to transport water from far Eastern 
points, it is said to be difficult to meet 
the demands of the Pittsburg division.

Sanitation of Railroad Car*. 

It has long been recognized that one 
yf the most dangerous agencies In the 
spreading of contagious diseases Is the 
railroads. This is not aJone effected bj 
the conveyance of infected eases of 
smallpox, scarlet fever and the like 
from one point to another, subjecting 
persons who come In contact with the 
patient along the route or at 

his destination to infection. Were 
this so the clanger would be 

much less than It is. But the liabil¬ 
ity of such infection does not cea*e with 
the completion of the Journey. The car® 
tli erne elves become Infected with the 
germs of disease, and until they 
nre thoroughly disinfected and cleaned 
there is practically no limit to the ex- 
1 tent to which infectious and contagious 
/ diseases may be transmitted or diffused 
by su<h agency. It will b? remembered 
that during the prevalence of the yellow 
fever In Memphis and other points South 
the he>lth aurthorlttes of Kentucky es¬ 
tablished a quarantine at the State line, 
at Y.hich all passengers and the ears 
were subjected to/thorough sanitatlvo 
treatment, through the use of dis¬ 
infectants and otherwise. In this 
way the fever was prevented from 
spreading northward, the prevalence of 
the disease hi Philadelphia and New 
York a century ago having demon¬ 
strated that In the warm seueon It could 
have maintained a foothold in this tu 11 — 
tutle without suoh precaution. 

While such commendable care was 
taken against the spread of yellow fever 
U will seem strange to those who reflect 
upon the number of other diseases tend¬ 
ing to death which are capable of being 
transmitted in the same way. that simi¬ 
lar precaution has not been observed 
to guard against danger. In time of 
epidemic we are much more sensitive to 
the subjoct, attention being more point¬ 
edly directed to the aggregated cases, 
and there Is then more popular demand 
for restrictive measures. But the great 
death roll Is made up of sporadic cases 
Of the Individual units which are lost 
eight of. but count up heavily in the 
total summary. Modern medical srience, 
however, takes account of them and is 
organizing vigorously to meet them at 
th** threshold and control them by san¬ 
itary precautions which will act os pre¬ 
ventives, Instead of waiting until they 
assume th* form of epidemics. The mi¬ 
croscope, under the direction of the 'join. 
p.iratlv* 1 y new science of bacteriology, 
has Identified the germs which lurk tn 
the atmosphere, shelter in clothing or 
furnishings of houses and cars, and are 
the disseminators of most of th* dis¬ 
eases that tend to death. The profession 
of medicine has, o» to nearly oil of 
them, found antidotes which, properly 
applied, will cure or prevent the tnms- 
Spfcutan of such roalAdie*. The great 
I>andma3d In such service Is {Iran line?* 
and che use of dlrinif octants which will 
destroy the microbes or germs and pre¬ 
vent the spread of disease or its increase 
Into epidemic form. 

The Kentucky Hoard of Health, 
which has shown itself so proficient In 
controlling smallpox and other diseases 
by the power with which It Is Invest¬ 
ed by law, has now given Its attention 
to the promotion of health and pre¬ 
venting tip* transmission of dteense of 
ail kinds through u bettor sanitary sys¬ 
tem for railroad cars. The regulations 
drawn by Drs. Mayer. Mathews and 
Bailey, of the board, which were pub¬ 
lished In the Courier-Journal of the 
20 th. ard commendable for the thor¬ 
oughness of the sanitary rules to be 
observed, not only as to the cars but 
the depots and all appliances of the 
•transit system with which passengers 
come In contact. All coaches are to be 
thoroughly cleansed not less frequently 


than every third day, and everything 
movable within them removed, cleaned 
and exposed to the air and sunshine, 
while at intervals of not less than ten 
days the whole interior surface of the 
ears, besides being cleaned. Is to be 
treated with disinfectants. Within the 
same period all blankets, curtains and 
hangings used In sleeping cars are re¬ 
quired to be exposed to superheated 
steam or other disinfecting means ap¬ 
proved by the board, and matnresses 
are to be similarly treated at Intervals 
of not morb than sixty days. These 
regulations, which form but a part of 
all the details required to be observed, 
will give the traveling public some 
Idea of the butter safeguards which will 
be thrown around their health, the 
want of which has long been ap¬ 
parent. 

It Is gratifying to know that In the 
formulation of these regulations the 
Board of Health has had the fullest co¬ 
operation of all the principal railroads 
which traverse the State. The principal 
officials have shown every interest In 
the matter, and the board has had the 
benefit of the suggestions of the most 
practical railroad men upon whom the 
carrying out of these regulations will 
devolve. These facts give assurances 
of success of the board. In Its aim, 
which Is equally the desire of the rail¬ 
road corporations, and call for the In¬ 
telligent co-operation of the public In 
the observance of habits of neatnccs 
and cleanMncvo In keeping with sani¬ 
tary rules. If the regulations shuil be 
carried out In the spirit whtah prompts 
them, we shall not only have less small¬ 
pox. but a decrease of diptherln, pneu¬ 
monia, consumption, contagious and in¬ 
fectious fevers, and many other mal¬ 
adies not regarded by the public as 
transmissible, but which modern 
science has shown to be, through the 
very means and agencies which It Is 
the, object of this reform to correct. 


Roosevelt and Cockrell. 

A good many of the Courier-Journal’® 
contemporaries are sounding the 
praises of Mr. Roosevelt because, a 
Republican President, he has appoint¬ 
ed a Democrat—ex-Senator Cockrell— 
to the Interstate Commerce Commis¬ 
sion. 

This, they say, proves Mr. Roosevelt 
to be a man of broad mind, who rises 
superior to partisanship in the admin¬ 
istration of his office as President of 
the whole country, and they are pay¬ 
ing him admiring tribute accordingly. 

President Roosevelt may be all that 
his admirers claim him to be—when 
he chooses—but his selection of Mr. 
Cockrell hasnio bearing on this point. 

The newspai>ers which are eulogizing 
him for appointing a Democrat when 
he might have appointed a Republican 
are evidently ignorant of the fact that 
he could not have appointed a Repub¬ 
lican. 

The Intersta te Commerce Commission 
is composed of five members, three of 
whom are Republican* and two Demo¬ 
crats. The vacancy to which Mr. Cock¬ 
rell was named was on the Democratic 
side of the Commission. The President 
could not have appointed a Republican 
instead of Mr. Cockrell because there 
were already three Republicans on the 
Commission, and the law requires that 
not more than three of the commis¬ 
sioners shall belong to the same po¬ 
litical party. 

The President was not bound to ap¬ 
point a Democrat. He might have ap¬ 
pointed a Prohibit ion I at. a Populist or 
any other sort of "Ist," but he could 
not have appointed a Republican. 


years had been a formidable opponent 
of the Democracy. A new party was 
demanded and the spectacle, not alto¬ 
gether unprecedented, was presented of 
an opposition in search of an Issue. The 
so-called dangers of foreign Immigra¬ 
tion were tho rallying point for the 
American party. But the party never 
war the chief contestant In a national 
campaign. The year 1854 wit¬ 
nessed the birth of the Republican par¬ 
ty, whose central Idea was resistance to 
the extension of slavery. The vigorous 
opposition of the Democrats to the 
Know-Nothing propaganda was suoh 
that hi 1855 that party sustained de¬ 
feats *f such magnitude as to point 
plainly to its early dissolution. It had 
candidate for President and Vice 
Prertdent in 1856, but secured hut eight 
electoral votes. The -contest was be¬ 
tween the Democratic and the Repub¬ 
lican candidates, and the Democrats 
again ttam. But the Republican party 
In that year was largely made up of de¬ 
serters from the Know-Nothing party. 
When four years later the Republicans 
succeeded to power, and a civil war 
broke out, they found the men whose 
coming to this country many of them 
had sought to discourage were very 
useful In furnishing recruits to the 
army. 

After the war there was a revulsion 
from the sentiment of the fifties. 
Immigration became the fashion again 
and was openly encouraged by both 
part lea So far did this go that immi¬ 
gration societies were extensively or¬ 
ganized, and battled manfully among 
fhemselevcs as to which should get the 
largest share of the Immigrants that 
were swarming to our shores. This 
went on until the laboring men began 
to view the movement with some ap¬ 
prehension. They had long been told 
that the laws restricting trade were ex¬ 
clusively for their benefit, and they be¬ 
gan to Inquire why we still maintained 
free trade in labor. The law forbidding 
the introduction of foreign labor by 
contract was passed, but It Is not be¬ 
lieved that It has been possible to en¬ 
force it to an extent to check ImmlgriL- 
Hon materially. Other laws were passed 
to shut out criminals, paupers, some of 
the illiterate and those afflicted with 
certain diseases. But the high tide of 
immigration continues, and Commis¬ 
sion General Sargent has Just predicted 
that In the current fiscal year it will 
pass all previous record. He also says 
that the Immigrants are showing a 
marked deficiency In desirable quali¬ 
ties. But It is worthy of remark that 
the same thing was said fifty years 
ago. 

At all times in our history, but more 
especially in the earlier stages, our 
country has been held out as the refuge 
of the oppressed of all nations. There 
was perhaps-too much insistence on 
this sentimental view when selfish mo¬ 
tive* were at the bottom; but it was 
by no means wholly hypocritical. Nor 
was It inconsistent with such measures 
as might be deemed necessary to pre¬ 
serve a refuge to which the oppressed 
might en/ely come. But the student of 
history Is aware that economic forces 
and considerations of material interest 
have far more force In.the evolution of 
a country than the highest Ideals. Ac¬ 
cordingly we have encouraged Immi¬ 
gration when we felt we needed the Im¬ 
migrants and when that need passed 
have discouraged the Coming of more. 
Plans further to discourage Immigra¬ 
tion are evidently In contemplation, but 
they are not likely to succeed beyond 
a more rigid exclusion of the undesir¬ 
able. 


Immigration. 

Fifty years ago we had a national 
party which owed Its existence 
to the i^nr of the effects of 
immigration, and wished to re¬ 
strict it by making it more difficult for 
immigrants to become citizens. The 
managers of the interests of that party 
no doubt made a mistake by allowing 
It to be made the medium of an attack 
upon a church to which most of the 
Immigrants belonged. This drew to It 
some additional adherents, but as soon 
as there was time for reflection It re¬ 
pelled many thousshds of others. 

It Is rather curious to note the dif¬ 
ferent stages through which the ques¬ 
tion of immigration has passed. At the 
beginning we had a very considerable 
territory sparsely p<*pulated. We need¬ 
ed more men to aid in subduing the 
wilderness which srtlll covered a large 
part of our domain. Our country was 
young. Its system of government 
experimental, and the chances of em¬ 
broilment with foreign Powers very 
great. In point of fact we were in¬ 
volved in three war*, not counting In¬ 
dian wars, before the Government un¬ 
der the Constitution was a quarter of a 
century old. Naturally the want of 
more men that could carry guns or man 
our warships was keenly felt, and hence 
we were disposed to welcome immi¬ 
grants who ciime from other land* to 
cast In their lot with us. Having be¬ 
come lndei>endent by the exercise of the 
right to change our allegiance we 
were bound in logic to defend the same 
right In others, and this was often a 
source of trouble. But the country went 
on growing in population and the Lou¬ 
isiana purchase added an Immense do¬ 
main to our territory. The Mexican 
War made another large addition, so 
that we still needed Immigrants. 

But by 1854, w hen the Know-Nothing, 
or American, party was organized, sev¬ 
eral Important things had happened. 
The famine In Ireland and unsuccess- 


The destruction by fire of another 
New’ York passenger steamboat under 
conditions which, had It been crowded 
with passengers, would have been as 
fatal ns that of the Slocum, has called 
attention to the necessity of making 
such boats as neat 4 fire proof as possible.

ers. The public Is becoming alive to 
the danger, and Eastern papers nre de¬ 
manding better security to life through 
stricter Government regulations.

FIERCE BATTLE 


BETWFEN FRESHMEN AND SOPH¬ 
OMORES IN NEW YORK. 


DUE TO THE GOULD INCIDENT. 


University Will Take No Action, 
But Police Authorities Are 
Not So Lenient. 


New York, Dec. 21.—No action will be 
taken by the Columbia University au¬ 
thorities in the case of Kingdom Gould, 
the freshman student who ywterduy 
thwarted the purpose of five sophomores 
who sought to kidnap him. by slhooting 
a revolver over their heads. Secretary 
Keppel said he could see no reason 
why the university authorities should 
take any action. The occurrence took 
place outside the university ground*, 
he said, and was really out of their 
Jurisdiction. 

IndjgjKition ait the action of Klrvg- 
don Gould In drawing a revolver on hi* 
sophomore pur-suers yesterday, and the 
desire to secure a large contingent of 
freshmen for the sophomore dinner to¬ 
night. was the cause of a remarkable 
display of interolass animosity at Co¬ 
lumbia University to-day. Over three 
hundred freshmen and sophomore* en¬ 
gaged In a tierce ntreet bait tie around 
the subway station at Broadway and 
116th street. 

Young Gould himself dfd not appear 
at college tp-day, but the sophomores 
were determined to take revenge for 
his action on his classmates yesterday. 
A number of freshmen, attempting to 
spirit awuy President Holbert. of the 
first-year class In the sciences, were 
Intercepted by the waiting sophomores 
at tho llCth-street subway station and 
the fight rapidly centered about there. 
Surface traffic was stopped for over an 
hour and the subway station was 
wrecked find Its glass doors demolish¬ 
ed. Holbert finally escaped from the 
crowd mid boarded a down-town sub¬ 
way train, but the fight continued 
fiercely. The freshmen were led by P. 
Von Saltzri, a 200-pound Swedish stu¬ 
dent. who bowled over dozens of sopho¬ 
mores before he was himself overcome 
by force of numbers and rendered un¬ 
conscious. Many other men on both 
skies were hurt In the same way. but 
nd serious results were reported. 

Police Captain NaUy Was ordered to¬ 
day to Investigate the shooting by 
Kingdon Gould yesterday. 

Police Commissioner MeAdoo said: 

"I must take cognizance of this case. 
Young Gould has no more right to carry 
a plutol without permit than anyone 
etee.**

Nlvln la chairman of the executive 
board of the National Rural Carriers' 

Association. Whitehead is also a mem¬ 
ber of the executive boat'd and is sec¬ 
retary of Ohio State organization of the 
carriers. The executive board held a 
meeting to St. Louis, as the result of 
whose instructions President Cunning¬ 
ham, of the association, is said to have 
called on the members of the National 
Committtee of both the Republican and 
(Denyocr&tlc parties to ascertain what 
support they would give to legislation 
In the interest of the carriers. The 
plans for the campaign for this legis¬ 
lation carried on prior to the November 
election by President Cunningham and 
Secretary Turner, both of whom were 
recently dismissed as the result of an 
Investigation of their work, were. It is 
charged by the postal authorities, ap¬ 
proved and Indorsed by Nlvln and 
Whitehead. 


Plan of Carriers. 

The report on the Investigation points 
out that Nlvln's plan was that the rural 
curriers in each State should look Into 
the question of supporting the candi¬ 
dates for election or re-election to Con¬ 
gress in their State and to such of these 
candidates as proved “true" to the car¬ 
riers the association would pledge Its 
support for any political honors sought 
in the particular State. Some letters 
which the department now has on file 
Indicate that the carriers had outlined 
an elaborate plan which they expected 
would effect Important results in favor 
of their cause and set out that the as¬ 
sociation must be free from entangle¬ 
ments with any particular political par¬ 
ty. but miAt select for their support 
such men, regardless of part y, as were 
most friendly to their Interests. 

The correspondence Indicates that 
Representative Overstreet, of Indiana, 
was a special target of attack by the 
carriers because he refused to give 
them any pledges or promises as chair¬ 
man of the House Committee on Post 
offices.

$17,000 more thds year than It did last 
year, and for this reason will have 
ample funds to provide for the kinder¬ 
gartens. He agreed that the kindergar¬ 
tens are useful and important and said 
It was not the Intention of the commit¬ 
tee to do away with the kindergartens 
when the levy for that purpose was cut 
off from the amount set aside for 
schools. Mr. Embry was sure that the 
School Board may provide for kinder¬ 
gartens If It wanL* to do so. 

Charles F. Taylor gave the figures 
showii>g the amount which will be re¬ 
ceived by the schools this year and last 
year, and said the schools will get $16.- 
600 more this year. He said the school 
fund's portion of the Water Company's 
assessment will be $10,698, and that this 
Is much more than the amount which 
the schools received last year on the 
one-quarter of 1 per cent, levied for 
kindergartens.

—Some Large Exemptions. 

E. T. Schmitt. Sheriff, has completed 
to® report of tax collections for 1904. 
which he will make ito the State Treas¬ 
urer to-dny. The report shows that 
upon the total assessment of property 
in city and county, amounting to $137.- 
749,172, the taxes collectable at the com¬ 
bined State and county rate were $1,- 
074.443.56. From this la deducted $28.- 
820.93, tares which were not enforce¬ 
able, upon exonerations, duplicate*, de¬ 
linquents. credits and because of land 
sales. The latter is collectible by the 
CounJty Clerk, and muslt be forthcoming 
from all wliose property has 
bten auctioned by the Sheriff 
and bid In by the State. It 
Is only by payment of these taxes 
that titles can be cleared. However, 
most of the property advertised and 
sold is never tax paid, as it Is aban¬ 
doned and of no practical value. I he 
total tax on the sold property amounts 
to $15,917, of which $10,217 is due the 
State ami $5,700 the county. 

The amount of taxes regularly col- 
looted is shown by the rer-rrrt to be $L- 
045,622.62. Added to this Is an aggre¬ 
gate of $32,144.80 back taxes on omitted 
personalty paid in during the year as 
a result of prosecutions by revenue 
agents. This brings the amount received 
Up to $1,077,767.42.

DIVORCE. 


SAYS HE HAS ENDURED MUCH. 


Suit for d\\xrrce was* filed in live Clark 
Circuit ^urt at JefTerstonvtMe la** 
evening that wWl cuue* a seniutlon in 
Southern Indiana on account of the 
prominence of the couple, the ptaJntiff 
heinj? eppecJaWy well known. The title 
of the action is Samuel L. Stott a?ain£t 
Nora G. Scott. Prof. Scott la County 
Superintendent otf CJRTk county and aj» 
gixh has charge of the several town- 
eh Ip ecihooils. He was the D«mxx.'ratic 
nominee fort Superintendent of PubUc 
Instruction In 1902 an»J could have haul 
the nomination, had he derirecl, this 
year. He l* euVso chairman of the Dem¬ 
ocratic Central Committee of Clark 
county. and a num. of the highest 
morals. He Is popullar and well thought 
of. 

To Khos*? on the Inside It hn* been 
known for several days that the tsuit 
was to be filed, but. the no¬ 

toriety, Prof. Stott delayed making the 
formiaJ appUcatioo, which \\a* dione 
through Joseph A. McKee, hla attor¬ 
ney. FYuf. and -Vlrs. Sootl separated on 
December 5. at which time he left his 
home In Jeffersonville and took up h s 
residence on a farm he owns ea«t of the 
elty. Last ev-eniing he said the etep 
was regretted more than anything elfe 
lie had ever done in his life, and he 
had been fighting against it for ten 
years, but wa« finally forced into ft, 
as there was no other recourse for him. 
• • • 

Many Times Assaulted. 

The ground alleged Is cruel treat¬ 
ment. and the complaint specifies a 
niwn/ber of oooa^onw when, it is assert¬ 
ed. the plaintiff was assaulted by the 
defendant and Is in part as follows: 

That three children have been bom of 
•aid marriage one of whom died an in¬ 
fant. The other two are a boy named 
Wendell L. Scott, who was nine years of 
age on May 6, 1804. and a girl named 
Eleanoru N Scott, who was four years 
of age MLirch 24. 1904. 

That the defendant has for the past 
ten years been guilty of cruel and Inhu¬ 
man treatment of |ilaIvitIfT. 

That she has repeatedly < ommltted as- 
•nult and battery on plaintiff; that among 
other times that such naeau.lt and battery 
was committed on plaintiff are the follow¬ 
ing: 

That on the — day of April. IMS. de¬ 
fendant struck plaintiff with a poker. 

That on the — flay of August, 1903. de¬ 
fendant twice struck plaintiff with a 
monkey wrench 

That on the — day of February. 1901, de¬ 
fendant struck plaintiff with her fist. 

That on the — day of March. 1901, de¬ 
fendant struck plaintiff with her fist.

Has Called Him Vile Names. 


That defendant. In the presence and 
Spring of the children of plaintiff and 
defendant, has cursed and abused plaint¬ 
iff: has called him vile names, and has 
attempted to poison the mtints of said 
children against him. 

That defendant has repeatedly locked 
plaintiff out of Iks residence, and 1ms 
cursed, reviled and abused him and called 
him vile names 

Wherefore plaintiff prays judgment di¬ 
vorcing plaintiff and defendant and dis¬ 
solving said marriage; that the plaintiff 
no granted the care, custody and control 
of said child, Wendell I,. Scott, and for 
all other and proper relief. 

The case will hardly come up for trial 
before the next term of court if Mrs. 
Scott makes a defense, although it 
could be called .Immediately after the 
holiday vacation. Mrs. Scott is a 
doughtier of Alben Huts, a prominent 
farmer of Jeffersonville township. 

SUSPENDED FROM DUTY. 

J. W. Timmonds Must Answer To 
Charges. 

Under what Is claimed to he for the 
pool of the service and a furth-r charge 
of Incotnpetency. John \V. Timmonds. 
c hief engineer at the Government depot. 
In Jeffersonville, has been suspended 
from duty for three days, nnd in this 
lime he will be expected to formulate a 
defense to be offered against the 
charges on vvdiich he was rell-ved from 
duty. 

The cause of the trouble has not been 
fully explained from the Government 
depot, as. under the rules, nothing is 
given out for publication there, but It 
Is said the specific charge Is that Mr.

Mr. Timmonds Is an aged man. and 
has been employed by the Government 
In Jeffersonville since 1X6.1. nearly 
forty-one year*, his beginning being 
when the hospitals were above Port 
Fulton. He has be^n an engineer since 
1X49, learning the trade when a young 
man. Hi* first work was at Portsmouth. 
O.. on the Portsmouth. Hamden and 
' 'olumbus railroad. Seven years latter 
he came to Jeffersonville and took a po¬ 
sition there on the only road running 
out of that city. From there he went 
with the Government. 

A few mon>ths ago lie was reduced In 
rank, and hi* pay was cm more than 
half In two. but after an Investigation 
he was restored to his old charge, nnd 
so far as known was getting along 
without any trouble Recently there 
came an order transferring Rimer K. 
Davis, second engineer, to Fort Mc¬ 
Pherson. hut he was given an extension 
of time In reporting for duty, and Is 
still at his home in Jeffersonville It is 
paid that Davis may remain and be¬ 
come chief engineer.

TEST OF NEW INDIANA LAW. 


Pickle Company Amends Charter. 

The Hyman Pfckl> Uompa-ny amend¬ 
ed it* charter yesterday by canceling 
SfioJOti worth of common rtock of Its 
capitalization, which h*d been held hv 
Gecrge a. Boniface. This leaves the 
company with a common stock lsmje 
of $93,000. In place r>f the canceled 
slock I* Issued $100,000 worth of pre¬ 
ferred stork, of wfldoh $06,000 goes to 
Mr. Boniface a* a sirbrt.’Ru'te for his 
stock. The preferred is Interest-bear¬ 
ing at the rate of 7 per cent, annually 
and It may be retire 1 at the end of 
five years at par value, plus 10 per 
ient„ and at the end of ten years at 
par, plus 16 per cent. 


Superintendent Shutt, of the New Al¬ 
bany police force, notified through the 
patrolmen last night all persons per¬ 
mitting gambling of any kind—jloker, 
games, raffles, etc.—on their premises 
that such practices must be stopped at 
once or complaints will be filed and the 
offenders .prosecuted. If the order is 
not 6trictly obeyed the police will raid 
the various places where gambling Is 
going on and will take the players into 
custody. Mr. Shutt declares that un¬ 
less all forms of gambling are stopped 
those engaged ln them may expect 
trouble. 

It Is claimed that there Is no gam¬ 
bling of any kind going on In New Al¬ 
bany beyond a few private poker 
games, nnd it is asserted that those 
engaged In these games will be hard to 
convict In any of the courts, if it can 
be done at &H. Others declare that 
poker games ure numerous in all parts 
of the city and that even the slot ma¬ 
chine can be found In the obscure sa¬ 
loon on the outskirts. 

Only a few years ago New Albany 
was one of the best "slot machine 
towns” for its size In the country, and 
It was estimated that when this pe¬ 
culiar industry was in the height of Its 
prosperity there were more than 300 of 
the devices running. Since then they 
have all been ordered out.

Yesterdav morning Hicks was ar¬ 
rested by Sheriff Morris, hls deserted 
wife having had the suit brought 
against hiai. This suit is by the State 
of Indiana on relation of Cleavle 
Hicks, whose Interests will be repre¬ 
sented by Prosecuting Attorney G**org& 
B. McIntyre. Hicks will have a hear¬ 
ing before Judge Utz in the Floyd Cir¬ 
cuit Court to-day, when id* attorneys 
will make an application that he be ad¬ 
mitted to bail.

SEVERAL RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Washington, Dec. 21.—The first gen¬ 
eral report of the Commissioner of Cor¬ 
porations has been transmitted to the 
President. It is prepared by Commis¬ 
sioner James R. Garfield and covers the 
period from the organization of the bu¬ 
reau to June 30 last. After reviewing 
the operations of his bureau Mr. Gar¬ 
field says; 

As shown by this report the wr»rk of 
the bureau has thu* been almost entirely 
the laying of a foundation of accunaie 
kivowCedge of the legal and general busi¬ 
ness conditions with wOMch It must deal 
and a clear definition of th© problems for 
the consideration of which it was created. 

The result of the work may be thus 
summarized: 

Ptrst—Commerclal am! fndustriaa condi¬ 
tions present the foremost problems of 
to-diay. There exifrts a deep-rooted gen¬ 
eral feeling of dissatisfaction w.t.h exist¬ 
ing cwid'.tlons. Some causes of *liesatl»- 
fn-etkm are apparent, and the evils very 
reel and great. 

Sein'd— Th«* present legnl condition* un¬ 
der wh"ch corporate business Is earned 
on are extremely unseat is factory. Theya li¬ 
mit oft and Invite. »*xlTeme abuse. They 
ar© tl>© result of forced growth under di¬ 
vergent pressures, and in thdr present 
an •rnuioux state represent the needle or 
demands of iMd l! interests, and arc not 
ft permanent body of law adapted to pro¬ 
vide properly lor ail the Interests in¬ 
volved 

Furthermore, th© *'3tate system.” appli¬ 
ed to interstate businesses, has developed 
additional arid peculiar evils; a diversity 
so great a« to amount in operation to an¬ 
archy; an Inevitable tendency toward the 
lowrtJt lev©- of Inx regulation, and the 
unequal und disastrous contest between 
State I »t* .ilures and commercial forces 
of rational size and power. 

Third—No satisfactory reform is to be 
expected under the ’’State system” of in¬ 
corporation. 

Fourth—'The Federal Government haa 
aft lt» command sufficient power to remedy 
these conditions In Its control of irrter- 
Ktute commerce, supplemented by subsid¬ 
iary and incidental powers. 

Fifth—So far the commerce clause of 
the Constitution has bad a negutive devel¬ 
opment only, both under Cravgreya and by 
Judicial Interpretation. With the excep¬ 
tion of the imorotate commerce act—the 
force of which has been swlomly weak¬ 
ened by judicial Interpretatlon-and the 
navigation laws, there has been no really 
affirmative attempt to regulate interstate 
commerce. Th© commerce clause has been 
chiefly iiAed to prevent the Interference 
by States with interstate commerce. 

Sixth-The creation of thds bureau af¬ 
fords a tnears for getting essential facts 
In add:tk>n to the value to Congress of 
such Information, the publication of facts, 
the dissemination of knowledge, will bring 
into existence the influence of an enlight¬ 
ened public opinion which properly ap¬ 
plied would gu far to develop the sense 
of public tru-n Involved in the control of 
private wealth and the sense of personal 
responsibility on the part of officers or 
managers of corporations. 

Seventh—The wVDrk of the bureau ca.n 
proceed along the Mnfs of inquiry and 
report, adding fact npJ»n fact In proof of 
ftxtidlng comfit ton*, but n».i rtal remedy 
can b<‘ expected untl Congress takes ac¬ 
tion bj- affirmative uso of the great pow¬ 
ers granted under tho commerce olauso 
of the Oon«Utut?on. 

Eight’ll—The potwi'bls congressional ac¬ 
tions are: 

(a> Delegation to the. Skates of control 
over Interstate commerce. This 1* believed 
to be unconstitutional, and aeoondly sub¬ 
ject to alt the objections applicable to the 
present ’’State system." 

(b) Compidsory Fedora! iueorporatlon of 
interstate commerce companies This la 
probably legally practicable, but it In- 
a*olv©s radical ln<hjstrlal and political 
changes by the centralization of power in 
the Federal Government, and present* 
serious difficulties because of Vts effect 
upnin the authority of the States over 
such corporations in matters of taxation 
and local regulation. Any optional law’ 
of this character would not overcome 
these difficulties. 

(c> Federal license or franchise for In¬ 
terstate commerce. Legally this Is prac¬ 
ticable; It a^yilds the legal difficulties of 
national Incorporation as well as the prac¬ 
tical one of cefftralizatloti of power, and 
g,ves the Niatfonail Government direct reg¬ 
ulation of the agencies of interstate and 
foreign commerce. 

Ninth—I therefore beg to suggest that 
Congress be requested to consider the ad¬ 
visability of enacting a Taw’ for the legis¬ 
lative regulation of interstate and foreign 
commerce under a license or franchise, 
which in general should provide as fol¬ 
io w'* : 

(a> The granting of a Federal franchise 
or license to engage In Interstate com¬ 
merce. 

(b) The imposition of all necessary re¬ 
quirements as to corporate organization 
and management ns a condition precedent 
to the grant of such franchise or Hcenae. 

(c) The requirement of such reports and 
returns as may be desired as a condition 
of the retesuiofi of such franchise or li¬ 
cence. 

<d) The prohlV/itton of ai! corporations 
and corporate agencies from engaging In 
Interstate and foreign commerce without 
such FederaC franchise or license. 

(e) The full protection of the grantees 
of such franchise or license who obey the 
laws applicable thereto. 

(0 The right to refuse or withdraw such 
franchise or licence In case of violation of 
law. with appropriate right of Judicial ap¬ 
peal to prevent abuse of power by the ad¬ 
ministrative officer. 

This bureau, under the direction of the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor, af¬ 
fords the appropriate machinery for the 
administration of such a law.

Judge Evans yesterday 
committed to Jail Lacy Taylor and 
Anna Rogers, both colored, who will 
be held as witnesses In the case 
against the four policemen and the n?- 
gro men charged with conspiring to In¬ 
timidate voters. The women will be 
paid $l a day and expenses while In 
Jail and will be given comfortable quar¬ 
ters by John R. Pflajiz, the Jailer. The 
women expressed an entire wJIUngnes* 
to spend the winter In Jail at $1 a daj 

R. D. Hill, the District Attorney, 
mo v ed the court that the women bo 
held In Jail as witnesses after hearing 
their story. When Pleas Taylor and 
William Lawson left Louisville after 
election day they took the two women 
with them, and Taylor married Lacy 
Taylor at Hartsvllle, Tenn. The wom¬ 
en accompanied the men back to Louis 
vfUe lifter the arrest. 

Since their return here the women 
said they were threatened if they testi¬ 
fied in the case, and told Mr. Hill that 
men with revolvers told them they 
would bo killed If they testified. Mr. 
Hill was unable to find out who hud 
threatened the women, who said at one 
time that It was a party of United 
States officers and at another that It 
was a party of policemen. To Insure 
their remaining h*>re he decided to have 
them committed to Jnll and locked up, 
the statute giving the Judge the au¬ 
thority to put them under bond. Judge 
Evans fixed bond at 31.000, and, as the 
women were unable to furnish It. order¬ 
ed them committed to Jail. - 

A report that the women would be 
removed to another jail was denied by 
Mr. Hill. “I think Mr. Pflonz Is one 
of the best Jailers I have ever known.” 
he laid. "And I am perfectly willing 
that all Federal' prisoners and wit¬ 
nesses should be committed to hid care. 
These women will be put In an apart¬ 
ment kept for the better class of col¬ 
ored women and will be well treated. 
They will be given reading matter and 
supplied with many comforts. The 
Government \wlll pay them $1 a day 
and all expenses and they will be bet¬ 
ter situated than the great majority of 
negro women. They were glacj to go 
and will have probably $100 apiece 
when the cases are called for trial.” 

RUSH AT REGISTRY DIVISION. 

Five Clerks Transferred To Assist 
Regular Men. 

Several clerks were transferred from 
other divisions to the Registry Division 
at the Post-office yesterday to assist 
In handling the .Christmas mall. Nearly 
800 packages were handled by the reg¬ 
istry clerks yesterday before 6 o'clock 
and the three extra clerks had all they 
could handle. Two additional clerks 
will be transferred to the Registry Di¬ 
vision to-day and every effort will be 
made to handle the mall properly. 

The Incoming Christmas mall is now 
almost as large as that being sent out. 
and the carriers are having all they 
can attend to to deliver that addressed 
to houses on their routes. As there Is 
practically no money for extra clerks 
during the rush, the preference will be 
given -to first-class mail, and there may 
be some delay In the delivery* of Christ¬ 
mas presents sent through the mail. 


The fate cif the free kindergartens of 
Louisville was anxiously discussed yea 
terday, and a difference of opinion ex 
ists on the subject. Prof. E. H. Mark. 
Superln>tendent of the Schools, and C. C. 
Martin, Secretary of the School Board, 
contending that, because the General 
Council did not provide In the tax levy 
for the kindergartens, this branch of the 
school work in Louisville will have to be 
Ulacominued. On the other hand, Judg“ 
A. E. Richards, the City Attorney. S. M 
Wilhite, the City C’ontrol’er. and others 
of the city officials, contend th'at the 
Increase in the amount which will be 
paAd by the city to the school fund Is 
more then enough to maintain the kin 
dergartens. Mr. Martin claims that un 
der the law the kindergarten** are not 
a part of the common school system, 
and money appropriated generally for 
school** cannot be used for kindergarten 
purposes. 

This Is denied by the City Attorney*, 
who #aid to Mrs. Morris B. Belknap and 
MJjfs Eleanor TarranU. who called on 
him terday for hl» legal opinion on 
the kindergarten qmetlon. that there Is 
nothing in the charter of 'the c*ty re 
quiring a aped ail levy. "The klndergir- 
ten -system Is a part of the school work, 
and it Is not different except that a 
different method is employed," said 
Judge Richards. "In my opindon the 
kindergartens can be maintained from 
the fund for general echaol purposes, 
and as I understand the figures, the 
increase of this year over Iom year will 
be more than was expended on kinder¬ 
gartens during the past year. In addi¬ 
tion the schools this year were at an ex 
pense for free books, and they will not 
have to go to this expense next year. I 
can see no legal reason why the kinder¬ 
gartens may not be provided for by the 
appropriation which Is made In the tax 
levy ordinance, «ls presented to the 
lower board of the General Council last 
night."

Kindergartens Provided For. 


Mayor Grainger raid yesterday, re¬ 
garding the Increase tn the amount 
which will be »eceived by the schools: 

The appropriation thl* year will allow 
the schools almost $17,000 more than last 
year, and this will be ample to provide 
for the kindergartens. On account of 
the sum which will be received by the 
schools from the Waiter Company’s as¬ 
sessment we thought It unnecessary to 
provide for the one-fourth of 1 per cent, 
which we gave them last year. We had 
no Intention of cutting out the kinder¬ 
gartens, and we do not believe that we 
have done so. The appropriation has 
been ample, and the Increase will more 
than pay for the same number of kin¬ 
dergartens which they have at present. 
We simply give the School Board more 
than $10,000 with which to pay a water 
bill of about $1,500. This bill has al¬ 
ways been paid. s*> that the eaetttsmem 
of the Water Company msultH in advan¬ 
tage to the schools, for we muift take 
from the general purpose fund money 
sufficient to pay the schools their pro 
rata of the taxes whlcn are paild by the 

Waiter Company.”

The contention of Prof. Mark te set 
Torth in the following statement, which 
he gave out yesterday: 

The cl'ty authorities evidently wish 
to do away with the kindergarten or 
do not realize the importance of the 
work. The allowance for schools Is thir¬ 
ty-three cents on the $100 of taxable 
values for 1005. Last year and the year 
before It was thirty-three and one-quar¬ 
ter cents, with the specific understand¬ 
ing that the one-quarteT of a cent was 
to be used for the expenses of the kin¬ 
dergartens. 

"With the reduction of one-fourth of 
cent the board would not have suffi¬ 
cient funds to operate tne kindergar 
tens. 

The levy of one-fourth of a cent last 
year amounted approximartely to $3,000. 
The expense of running the kindergar¬ 
ten classes was $6,000. The difference 
was made up from the funds of the 
School Board. The expense of each 
kindergarten is $500 a year. The teacher 
Is paid a salary of $425. The Janitor 
service, heating and furnishing cost on 
additional $75 a year for each school.”
